Matt. 2:1, ‘‘“Now when Jesus was 
born in Bethlehem of Judea in the 
days of Herod the king, behold, 
there came wise men from the east 
to Jerusalem.”’ 


Again we are celebrating the 
birthday of our Savior. As _ the 
shepherds were out on the hillside 
near Bethlehem minding their 
sheep, the angels appeared unto 
them singing songs of joy, peace 
on earth, good will toward men. As 
we know the country around Beth- 
lehem was the birthplace of David. 
(Jesus has His lineage quoted from 
David.) This country is semi-tropi- 
cal and even though it may have 
been December 25, the weather 
was mild enough that the shep- 
herds could stay out and guard 
their flock from the onslaught of 
the destroyers. The greater part of 
the Bible, or at least the messages 
to Israel and also the people, under 
grace, is to those who are termed 
shepherds. Somehow it pleased the 
Lord to break the wonderful news 
of the birth of Jesus to those hum- 
ble shepherds. The angels descend- 
ed and said, “Go ye into Bethle- 
hem, there you will find a babe 
wrapped in swaddling clothes, ly- 
ing in a manger,” and they did 
what the angel said and found Je- 
sus, with His mother Mary, in the 
manger. 

It has always been strange to Me 
how any one could reject the rec- 
ords that speak so plainly of the 


coming of Jesus when you consider 
that all the prophecies of His com- 
ing seem to fit so completely and 
make it so plain and harmonize 
with all the scriptures concerning 
His coming. 


We find in this day that so many 
who claim such great depth and 
love for Christ and His work of 
atonement, criticize the celebration 
of His birthday, or at least in the 
manner in which most Christians 
celebrate His birth. They seem to 
think we ought to wear a long face 
and be sad, but I think this should 
be a day of rejoicing. They say that 
its origin was from pagan author- 
ities but I do not think this is cor- 
rect. 


The exact date of His birth may 
be unknown. It was not until the 
third century that His birth anni- 
versary was celebrated to any ap- 
preciable extent, nor was there any 
general agreement regarding the 
date on which it should be cele- 
brated. But searching history and 
Bible, we feel that the 25th day of 
December, in all probability, is as 
near correct as it is possible for us 
to conclude. Ancient records show 
that Jan. 6 and Dec. 25, however, 
were commonly chosen in the 
fourth century. The general adop- 
tion of Dec. 25, first in the West 
and a little later in the East, dates 
from the fifth century. Dec. 25 was 
already a festival of the sun god 


Mithra, and appealed to the Chris- 
tians as an appropriate date to 
commemorate the birth of Jesus, 
“The Light of the World.” 


Theaters and all public enter- 
prises were ordered closed 2n 
Christmas as early as 400 in the 
East. In Germany the Yule feast 
had been celebrated in pre-Chris- 
tian times. Their method of cele- 
brating was to sing Christmas car- 
ols, the Yule log, and public cere- 
monies, also feasts of plum pud- 
ding, pies, and many good things 
that are necessary to make a real 
feast day. The Christmas tree is 
believed to have its origin in the 
ceremonial use of the palm tree in 
the worship of the goddess 
Isis. A palm with twelve shoots, 
one to represent each month of 
the year, was carried in the festi- 
val. The Christmas stocking comes 
from an Italian practice. The fairy 
Befana is supposed on that night to 
fill the stockings of the children 
with gifts. It is said that the 
naughty children only received 
ashes. But, at least, we feel war- 
ranted to celebrate the birth of our 
precious Savior. It should be a day 
of songs and praise to Almighty 
God for His unspeakable gift. We 
should turn our attention to mak- 
ing others happy with such gifts 
and presents as we may be able to 
afford. The Americans are the 
most hospitable people in all the 
world and they have adopted the 
method of exchanging gifts, which 
I think is very commendable, but 
most of all the spirit of sacrifice 
to make those happy who haven’t 
anything to bless others with is

The Manner of His Birth 


The promise of a Savior who 
would redeem mankind and bruise 
the serpent’s head, spans every 
age from the Garden of Eden, or 
human conscience, unto Calvary. 
This Savior was to be preeminent- 
ly the seed of the woman, who was 
to come as an innocent sufferer, in 
that God made a covenant or 
promise with her. Gen. 3:15. He is 
however called the “seed to whom 
the promise was made” in Gal. 4: 
4, therefore, His birth and mani- 
festation in the City of David, was 
in complete fulfillment of both the 
Edenic and Abrahamic covenants. 
This promise or ccvenant was first 
made with Eve and confirmed with 


the “fulness of time,” or the day 
and opportunity of God’s marvel- 
ous workings. 


Saints and sages waited through 
many generations and centuries 
until finally “the angel Gabriel was 
sent from God unto a city of Gallt- 
lee named Nazareth, to a virgin 
named Mary.” Luke 1:26, 27. “And 
the angel said unto her, Fear not, 
Mary, for thou hast found favor 
with God, and behold, thou shalt 
conceive in thy womb, and bring 
forth a son, and shalt call his name 
Jesus,” vv.

Adoration of the Shepherds

flock by night, and the angel of 
the Lord came upon them, and the 
glory of the Lord shone round 
about them; and they were sore 
afraid; and the angel said unto 
them, Fear not: for, behold, I 
bring you good tidings of great joy, 
which shall be unto all people, for 
unto you is born this day in the 
city of David, a Savior which is 
Christ the Lord; and this shall be 
a sign unto you, ye shall find the 
babe wrapped in swaddling clothes 
lying in a manger; and suddenly 
there was with the angel a multi- 
tude of the heavenly host prais- 
ing God and saying, Glory to God 
in the highest, and on earth peace, 
good will toward men.” vv. 8-14. 

The Purpose of His Birth 

1. To fulfill the law, Matt. 5:17; 
Gal. 4:4. 2. To become a curse, Gal. 
3:13. It pleased the Lord to bruise 
him, Isa. 53:10. 3. That he through 
death might destroy him who had 
the power of death. 4. To deliver 
from death. 5. To bruise the ser- 
pent’s head. The vital life or mora! 
for which Satan stands is here ha‘ 
in reference; not a theory, not con- 
duct alone, but his very sympathies 
and desires. This head is evil desire 
or enmity of Satan against God 
and toward mankind. It is the pow- 
er of darkness, the moral desires, 
likes or dislikes of the prince and 
power of the air, the spirit that 
now worketh in the children of dis- 
obedience, Eph. 2:2.To destroy this 
evil influence, its moral effect up- 
on the creation, that the creature 
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being freed from it might be free 
indeed, purchased from the bond- 
age of sin and Satan, redeemed un- 
to fellowship withGod and the high 
morals and principles for which 
God and right stands, Christ came. 

The purpose of the birth of 
Christ cannot be _ separated 
from His death. To be our Sav- 
ior He must needs die. To become 
Lord over us He must needs pur- 
chase us from the power and bond- 
age of sin. “Lord” means master 
or owner. The apostle tells us that 
“to whom ye yield yourselves ser- 
vants to obey, his servants ye are,” 
Rom. 6:16. 1. That Christ might 
be Lord or owner of us He pur- 
chased us. 2. That we might be 
His obedient servants and He our 
rightful and honored Master. He 
transforms, renews, and frees us 
from the power of evil, by bruising 
its head in us. 

“Bruise” means to crush, to 
trample down. This Christ does iti 
us. The result is that sin, the 
wrong for which we _ have been 
standing, is destroyed and sin 
loses its dominion over us. By 
crushing Satan’s power over the 
creation, His head is bruised, his 
superior authority, which he seeks 
to exercise over us, is destroyed. It 
was to depose and dethrone Satan 
in the lives of the creation that 
Christ gave His life. 


The Means of Christ’s Attack 


In a manly way. He does not 
seek to sneak behind to bite the 
heel, but strikes at the head, at 
the vital life and that which the 
serpent seeks most to protect. In 
bruising or striking at the ser- 
pent’s head, Christ strikes at his 
highest ideals, at the very prin- 
ciple of evil or wrong itself. If evil 
may be disposed of then right 
must prevail. To insure the estab- 
lishment of righteousness, Christ 
died to redeem, to wash us from 
our sins, to purify and to make us 
a peculiar and holy people. In this 
way and this alone can _ the ser- 
pent’s head be bruised. By means 
of death Christ has brought salva- 
tion unto the human race and the 
great moral force of righteousness 
is crushing and bruising Satan’s 
head by the divine process, Prin- 
cipalities, thrones, and dominions 
have been spoiled and all power 
has been given unto Christ both in 
heaven and’ earth, therefore, ulti- 
mate victory will be Christ’s in due 
time. 

Satan’s Attack 
“Thou shalt bruise his heel.” Sa- 
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tan can do no more than attack the 
physical man in Christ. The ser- 
pent’s wound was only material 
and physical. Christ was put to 
death in the flesh but quickened by 
the Spirit. 1 Peter 3:18. Christ 
would submit to the cowardly at- 
tack of the serpent from behind, 
striking at his heel or physical 
life, that by means of death He 
might (1) crush the serpent’s pow- 
er of death, (2) and regain pos- 
session of the spiritual and eternal. 
Christ’s manly attack in righteous- 
ness and boldness at the head of 
and against all evil is in great 
contrast to the cowardly, decep- 
tive serpent lying in wait to de- 
ceive us is here portrayed by bruis- 
ing the physical or human side of 


Christ. 
God’s Gift 

“God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have’ everlasting 
life.” “‘And this is eternal life, that 
We may know thee the only true 
God, and Jesus Christ whom thou 
hast sent.” It was to give the crea- 
ture the knowledge of God as well 
as the life of God tor which Christ's 
birth and sacrifice in death was 
given. The necessity for such a 
sacrifice and Savior was and is ev- 
erywhere evident. The redemptive 
scheme particularly displays (1) 
the Father’s love for the creation, 
(2) the love of and obedience of 
the Son Godward, (3) the sinful- 
ness and weakness of the creation. 
Such a supreme gift is both thank 
and praiseworthy. Shall we not 
join in adoration, praise, prayer, 
and thanksgiving unto God for His 
unspeakable gift? Such is Christ- 
mas in spirit and in principle.

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CHRISTMAS

Christmas is once more upon us. 
Of all birthdays, that of Jesus 
stands out preeminently as the 
most important, and as being the 
most worthy of commemoration. 
Nations honor the memory of 
their great men by making the an- 
niversary of their birth a legal 
holiday, and in this way help to 
keep alive in the minds of those to 
whom such names are only asso- 
ciated with historic facts, the per- 
sonal heroism and kindly deeds of 
those who were benefactors of 
their race. Names of these great 
men may have passed from the 
scene of action and to a great ex- 
tent are forgotten, but the name of 
Jesus is as fresh as ever, and is far 
more powerful today than it has 
ever been. It is the name we feel it 
to be our highest privilege to pro- 
claim. The birthday of our Lord, 
however, is not celebrated by only 
one particular nation but by an in- 
creasing number of peoples, so 
that, contrary to the usual ten- 
dancy by which the fleeting years 
lessen the ardor with which the 
lives of natienal heroes are remem- 
bered and honored, Jesus is secur- 
ing greater recognition as time 
rolls on. 


Saint Luke in his version of the 
gospel gives a detailed account of 
the surroundings and ultimate dis- 
covery of the Savior of the world, 
who had been tenderly laid by His 
mother in a manger of a stable be- 
cause of there being no room in the 
inn. “There were in the same coun- 
try shepherds abiding in the field, 
keeping watch over their flock by 
night. And, lo, the angel of the 
Lord came upon them, and the 
glory of the Lord shone round 
about them: and they were sore 
afraid. And the angel said unto 
them, Fear not: for, behold, I bring 
you good tidings of great joy, 
which shall be to all people. For 
unto you is born this day in the 
city of David a Saviour, which is 
Christ the Lord. And this snall be 
a sign unto you; Ye shall find the 
babe wrapped in swaddling clothes, 
lying in a manger, * * * And they 
came with haste, and found Mary, 
and Joseph, and the babe lying in 
a manger. And when they had seen 
it, they made known abroad the 
saying which was told them  fon- 
cerning this child. And all they 


that heard it wondered at those 
things which were told them by 
the shepherds. But Mary kept all 
these things, and pondered them in 
her heart. And the shepherds re- 
turned, glorifying and praising God 
for all the things that they had 
heard and seen, as it was told un- 
to them.” 

The significance of this, the 
greatest discovery in all ages, past, 
present, and future, is seen in the 
words of the writer when he states 
that the shepherds found Mary, 
and Joseph, “and the babe” that 
was lying in the manger, an un- 
likely place, indeed, to find the 
Savior of the world. This old world 
has witnessed many startling dis- 
coveries, many of them in very re- 
cent years. For instance, Columbus 
finding this great continent of 
America, the falling of the apple 
and Isaac Newton’s revealing to 
the world the law of gravitation, 
the bubbling-over kettle on the 
stove and Isaac Watts’ discovery 
of the power of steam, Thomas A. 
Edison’s filling the world with the 
brilliancy of the electric light and 
unheard of power, telephonic com- 
munication, Marconi and wireless 
telegraphy, and many other inven- 
tions and discoveries, all of which 
have proved a boon and blessing 
to mankind. 

The Gift discovered by the shep- 
herds of the Judean hills trans- 
cends in importance each and ev- 
ery one of the aforementioned 
blessings that have come to the 
human race. Christmas will find 
gifts placed by loving hands that 
will bring joy to their finders at 
being remembered by loved ones. 
It should bring a thought, however, 
that the shepherds found the Babe 
Christ in a manger. St. John 3:16, 
“For God so loved the world that 
he gave his only begotten son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life.” Praise God for the thousands 
that have found Him as a personal 
Savior since Christmas of one year 
ago. Christ who gave to earth the 
greatest message it had ever 
heard: love for hate; peace for 
war; hope for despair; redemption 
for all. Around His humble manger 
bed our thoughts linger afresh, and 
from His divine personality the 
world is lit with a new faith. Life’s 
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common tasks are glorified by His 
human touch, and the supreme 
dignity of His being is man’s high- 
est standard of conduct. From out 
of that compassionate heart flow- 
ed rivers of virtue. The lame were 
made to walk, the blind were made 
to see, and to a dead and dying 
world He became the resurrection 
and the life. Today the charm of 
His presence banishes all gloom 
and surrounds the earth with love 
and affection, and because He gave 
generously we also symbolize in 
our tokens one toward another, 
and Christmas is merry indeed be- 
cause Christ has come.

TAX AND TACKS 


A farmer shipped a 470 lb. hog 
to market. Some time later he re- 
ceived a statement and a check. 
The statement listed the expenses 
set against the hog—broker’s com- 
missions, shipping charges, etc. 
The check was for three cents— 
all that was left after the rest of 
the claims had been met. 


Idaho potatoes, selling on the 
Arizona market at $1.50 per 100 
are reduced 15 cents for commis- 
sion at the Arizona end, 98c for 
freight from Idaho, 15c for com- 
mission at the Idaho end, 7c for 
the bag, 15c or more for harvest- 
ing and delivering to the jobber. 
Out of the $1.50 selling price that 
leaves the grower exactly NOTH- 
ING. If he had known what to ex- 
pect he would not have bothered 
to dig his potatoes or he would 
have followed the course of a cer- 
tain Colorado farmer who last year 
fed 80 tons of potatoes to his live- 
stock. The farmer always gets 
fleeced yet he goes ahead plowing 
and sowing, hoping that maybe 
the market will be better next 
year. He does not seem to realize 
that his fleecing is systematic, not 
accidental—he is the perennial vic- 
tim of a gambling game in which 
the gambling devices are set to 
play against him every time and he 
CANNOT WIN. 


During the war years when pric- 
es were at their peak, a Co,orado 
fruit grower put his «(dress in 
some of his bushels of peaches. An 
Ohio purchaser had paid $4.75 for 
a bushel of fruit. A Texas fruit 
vendor paid $4.50 per bushel and 
re-sold them for 30 cents per doz- 
en. That year the grower received 
90c per bushel for his fruit, the 
highest price he had ever known, 
but how far reduced from the re- 
tail selling price! The same grow- 
er in an earlier season had _ re- 
ceived 3 cents per packed box (22 
Ibs.) as his net returns. Many who 
had shipped carloads of fruit did 
not receive enough to pay the 
freight on their shipments. Thou- 
sands of fruitful trees were pulled 
up by the roots, destroyed as 
worthless. Last year the grower 
mentioned received 5 1-2 cents per 
bushel (45 Ibs.) as an average 
price for his crop of fruit. 


An upstate New York farmer 
shipped a carload of beans to a 
New York City commission firm. 
He received exactly $69.00. He 
complained to the United States 
Department of Agriculture who 
investigated and found that’ the 
“commission men” had kept $260 
in addition to their ligitimate com- 
mission. The transaction had been 
covered up by crooked bookkeep- 
ing. The investigators found that 
the “commission broker” graft 
probably costs farmers ia the New 
York area more than $1,000,000 


per year.

homes with elegan{ furnishings 


and every convenience, hired ser- 
vants, expensive cars, freedom to 
travel, play or read. Their children 
go to college intent on social en- 
joyment, parties, sports and diver- 
sions. The honest producers strug- 
gle against mortgages, taxes and 
other debts which they are too 
honest not to try to pay; labor long 
hours not able to allow themselves 
even short periods of liberty; 
skimp, worry and plan. Then when 
they take their produce to market 
to realize something on their la- 
bor every grafter helps himself, 
the producer takes what little is 
left and skimps to be able to buy 
seed for another crop—for the 
grafter.

Christ Anointed 


The office title of a long promised 
and long expected Savior, denot- 
ing His kingly authority and medi- 
atoral position as the Savior of the 
world, who made His appearance 
that night in the manger and all 
heaven’s hosts witnessed His birth 
and His earthly career which be- 
gan on this wonderful night. Jesus 
was His common name among 
men during His lifetime and He is 
generally so called in the Gospels, 
while Christ or Jesus Christ is com- 
monly used in the Epistles. The 
word Christ is the Greek transla- 
tion of the Hebrew word Messiah. 


“Behold a virgin shall be with 
child and shall bring forth a son, 
and they shall call his name Em- 
manuel, which is being interpreted, 
God with us.” How simple, almost 
native, is the narrative. Wonder- 
ful, however, in the same way as in 
the old narrative when God said, 
Let there be light, so I am trying 
to say that the birth of Jesus in 
Bethlehem was unique, wonderful, 
and yet human. Friendly and fam- 
ilar as the birth of all babies who 
have made the living, sorrowing, 
rejoiing, singing, hoping genera- 
tions of mankind to feel that divine 
superuatural love and power and 
uplift that only comes through the 
manifestations of God’s love thru 
His divine Son. Jesus in His ap- 
pearance in Bethlehem breaks the 
uniformity of the working of nat- 
ural law. The natural law when ful- 
ly adhered to by God’s people only 
brought momentary relief to the 
hearts and conscience of the wor- 
shipers. Jesus with His supernat- 
ural power came to change the 
hearts of men, bringing gladness 
in place of sorrow and victory to 
the tempted and tried. 

At this glad, happy season we 
want to hear the choir’s chanting 
song; we want to hear the trump- 
et’s blast in memory of the trump- 
ets’ voices as they came from the 
angels to the shepherds in Bethle- 
hem. Such glorious strains of 
music had never rolled over the 
Bethlehem dales as were heard 
that calm and beautiful night, “Be- 
hold, I bring you good tidings of 
great joy,” said the tall angel as 
they introduced to the shepherds 


their message of joy and gladness. 
“For unto you is born this day in 
the city of David a Savior which 
is Christ the Lord.” It was good 
tidings indeed to have been told 
that this long-looked-for Messiah 
had actually come. The hope of Is- 
rael long deferred attained its 
fruiting. Has He been born? It is 
the historic Christ whose arrival 
the angels proclaimed. The people 
had the privilege of touching His 
baby hands and asked the ques- 
tion, “Art thou he that should 
come?” Jesus said, ““Go and show 
John the things ye have seen,” the 
actual Christ doing the very things 
for long ages the prophets had 
said the Messiah would do. The 
dream has come true, for even in 
our day we see the mighty work- 
ings of the Spirit which proves em- 
phatically that Christ was born, 
lived, and died and was resurrect- 
ed and ascended to the Father. 


Here is one at last who is doing 
and has been doing all thru the 
centuries that which none other 
attempted; namely, saving the soul 
of man from sin. Prior to His com- 
ing the beast which should be of- 
fered for sin-stricken humanity re- 
sulted in little more than an im- 
proved moral and mental condi- 
tion. But since He came those who 
trust and love and serve Him have 
the glorious reality of the blessings 
within, and feel and know for 
themselves the consciousness of 
sins forgiven. What the law could 
not do in that it was weak in the 
flesh, God by sending His own Son 
in the likeness of sinful flesh ana 
for sin condemned sin in the flesh. 
He does not deal with symptoms 
but strikes at the disease itself. He 
does not announce some little pro- 
gram of readjustment but plainly 
annouces, “I have come that you 
might have life and have it more 
abundantly.” He does not say by 
rules or props or regulations but 
by the law of the Spirit of life in 
Christ Jesus. He makes us free 
from the law of sin and death. He 
is a personal Savior to all who will 
come unto Him and be saved. Good 
tidings of great joy to all people. 

I read a parable somewhere that 
compares or represents a man in a 
pit waiting and praying for deliver- 
ance. Buddhism comes and looks 
down upon the poor fellow in iis 
misery and says, “You did not walk. 
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in the pit, you did not run into it. 
In some previous state of incarna- 
tion you came into this pit.” “Very 
true,” says the man, “but what 
avails if you can do nothing to get 
me out?” We could mention many 
methods that are practiced by dif- 
ferent cults and religious organiza- 
tions. The man says, “I do not dis- 
pute your statement but how does 
that help me out?” The advisers 
and bystanders are helpless. But 
Jesus comes along and says, “Wilt 
thou be made whole? and without 
philosophy or theory, but with the 
grip of mighty love, He lifts the 
man out of his prison into the sun- 
light of His love and restores him 
to happiness. All religious theories 
and practices that do not liberate 
the prisoner from his prison and 
deliver the comers thereunto from 
the yoke of bondage certainly can- 
not be that that Jesus came to 
bring, but millions have felt His 
plastic hand and are the happy 
recipients of His love. Why should 
we not celebrate and be glad and 
happy on this wonderful day God’s 
gift to the world? 

One of the main things that 
those who oppose heartfelt _reli- 
gion have taken to offset and turn 
men and women away from the 
cross of Calvary is the trials and 
sufferings that Christians go thru. 
We visited a home where a woman 
was dying with consumption. After 
several of us had prayed for her 
and she turned to Jesus she lifted 
her bony hands and said in a fee- 
ble voice, “If Jesus is able, why 
doesn’t He help me?” We visited 
her several times and she would 
always ask, “If Jesus is able, 
why doesn’t He help me?” Of 
course we tried in the quietest and 
most sympathetic way we could to 
comfort her in her suffering and 
we often quoted to her, “God so 
loved the world that he gave his 
only begotten son, that whosoever 
believeth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life,” and she 
asked again, “Why doesn’t He help 
me?” I could not help but think 
how utterly impossible it was for 
me, strong and vigorous, active 
and happy, to talk to her of God’s 
love and realize her need of help 
as I should. I tried to put myseif 
in her place and wondered if I 
would not see it in the same way, 
and often since that time as I have 
passed by her resting place I have 
thought of those words, “Why 
doesn’t He help me?” In the face 
of such statements it seems so 
strange that in such times of suf- 
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fering God does not immediately 
relieve and heal those who have 
turned to Him, but I am persuaded 
to believe that God has methods 
and ways by which He can mani- 
fest His love, and, in fact, it is only 
thru His gift, His Son, that all 
these problems can be solved and 
we can rest confidently in Him. 
Perhaps this verse is quoted more 
than any other verse in the Bible, 
“God so loved the world that He 
gave his only begotten son.” I do 
not believe we can fully appreciate 
and fully understand those words 
until we see the picture on the 
other side. Millions of God’s chil- 
dren have suffered bitter torture 
at the hands of their own country- 
men and have stood true to the 
last, but, oh, the joys that will 
come to those who are faithful. 
God is healing and blessing thou- 
sands of sufferers today and I am 
persuaded to believe that life be- 
yond the river is the most blessed 
way God has of delivering those 
who are sufferers here. 

I am thankful for the privilege 
of celebrating this birthday of our 
Savior with the thousands of hap- 
py hearts of the Church of God 
people in America and the islands 
of the sea, and in fact, I appreciate 
the fellowship and unity of all 
Christian believers. I hope it will 
be our aim and purpose not only 
to give gifts to our friends and 
loved ones to make them happy, 
but try to say something that will 
cheer the hearts of every fellow 
traveler as they pass thru this life 
to the life beyond. Oh, you talk 
about a Christmas festival, one 
with all of its beauty and grandeur, 
it will be a happy time for those 
who are fortunate enough to be 
resurrected and raptured when Je- 
sus comes back. There will he 
seven years of glorious love and 
victory and power with Jesus with 
all the hosts of heaven. During this 
time we will have the marriage 
supper and at the close of the mar- 
riage supper Jesus will bring all the 
hosts of heaven with Him to reign 
on earth a thousand years.

suring us that they would see that 
the mission money would be used 
to open new work, and not as had 
been the practice in Iinois before 
At this time Brother Goins gave 
room for open discussion of the 
evening’s proceedings. By the time 
the discussion ended you could 
see, hear and feel a spirit of co- 
operation among the ministers. 
On Nov. 24th at 9:30 a. m. we 
were in service again with that 
good heavenly atimnosphere_ all 
about us. After songs and prayers 
our state overseer made some in- 
teresting remarks about getting 
back to old time power and 
preaching. I. H. Marks then spoke 
to the ministers using 2 Tim. 4:5; 
2 Cor. 6:1 for his text. He stressed 
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the minister’s experience, prayer 
life, humility, doctrin., vision of 
the lost, boldness and many other 
things as only Marks could say, 
which made the message very im- 
pressive. Following the message 
Brother Goins introduced a plan tu 
buy a tent for the state. After 
some discussion we adopted the 
plan that we raise an amount 
equal to five cents per member 
each month. This was followed »» 
a good dinner in the basement of 
the church which the good sisters 
of the local church had prepared. 

At 1:00 p. m. we met again with 
the same good spirit prevailing. A 
resolution (drawn by a committee 
appointed by the overseer) was 
read and adopted, making the tent 
to be used in Illinois exclusively 
and for opening new work or state 
meetings only. The,solution also 
placed the state overseer (chair- 
man) and the district overseers to 
supervise the state tent. This was 
followed by a brief talk by the 
writer on “Getting into new 
Fields.””’ Each minister seemed to 
feel his need of old time power, 
God-sent messages and Pentecos- 
tal services to attract attention ot 
others. The last subject of discus- 
sion was a state broadcasting pro- 
gram. It was agreed that the state 
put on a program over WEBQ. 
Harrisburg, Ill., each Monday at 
the hour of 3:00 p. m. to 3:45 p 
m., the expense to be met by offer- 
ings from the local churches. 
Brother J. R. Thomas was chosen 
as business manager of the broad- 
cast. The programs will be made 
up of talent from the _ various 
churches. At 3:30 p. m. we closed 
with a spirit of co-operation, zeal 
and determination to put Illinois 
over the top for The Church of 
God.
